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In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.182, Applicant petitions for a question not specifically 
provided for, namely, re-publication of U.S. Patent No. 6,923,775 with corrected drawings. 

1. U.S. Patent No. 6,923,775 (the 775 patent) was issued with informal hand-drawn 
figures as the formal drawings. Applicant respectfully contends that compliant 
formal drawings should be re-published in the 775 patent. Proper replacement sheets 
are attached hereto for consideration and re-publication. 

2. Formal drawings were not required by the Examiner in the Notice of Allowability of 
March 8, 2005. Applicant has no explanation for the acceptance of the hand-drawn 
figures, being replete with informalities in scale, line quality, proportion and clarity. 
A copy of the Notice of Allowability is attached hereto. 

3 . Applicant is aware that formal drawings should have been submitted concurrent with 
the transmittal of the issue fee on May 23, 2005. However, Applicant was not 
instructed to submit or to prepare formal drawings. It is Applicant's attorney's 

mistake for failing to further review the acceptance of the drawings. However, it is 
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also a U.S. Patent and Trademark Office mistake for failing to object to the informal 
drawings and providing the reminder in the Notice of Allowability. 

4. Applicant has always intended for the originally submitted drawings to be informal 
so as to be amendable for changes requested by the Examiner during examination. 
Applicant did not intend for the informal hand-drawing to be used as the final formal 
drawings for publication as the Official Letters Patent. 

5. The informal drawings materially affect the Applicant because the features and 
subject matter of the patent are not shown in the proper format. The notice function 
of the U.S. Patent is not realized by the informal drawings. 

6. Applicant has diligently reviewed and filed the present Petition less than one month 
since discovering the error in the 775 patent on August 2, 2005. 

Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to grant the Petition for a Question Not 
Specifically Provided For. Applicant files herewith the replacement sheets for the formal drawings 
that should have been required in the response to the Notice of Allowability. Applicant did not 
intend for the informal hand-drawings to become the formal drawings. Applicant respectfully 
requests re-publication of U.S. Patent No. 6,923, 775 with the formal drawings. Applicant has 
timely filed the present Petition as soon as the mistake was realized at publication of the 775 patent 
on August 2, 2005. 

In the alternative, Applicant respectfully requests consideration of the present petition as a 
request for a Certificate of Correction. 


Applicant petitions for a question not specifically provided for, namely, re-publication of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,923, 775 with the proper replacement drawing sheets in the above-identified patent 
application.
